Final arrangements for the pic- 
tures were made this week by 
Editor John Rabe and John H. 
McCoy, journalism instructor and 
faculty adviser of the college 
weekly. 


Plans for El Don to be the first 
junior college paper to publish 
news pictures in quantity each 
week, were first formulated last 
spring. During intervening months 
the staff has written and received 
material from numerous sources, a 
final contract having been signed 
two weeks ago. 

Under the present arrangement, 
photographs will be rushed to Santa 
Ana from San Francisco and 
Chicago each Thursday so that El 
Don may have the pictures for pub- 


lication Friday morning. It is also 
planned to use occasional local pic- 
tures when they can be secured. 


With the addition of the world- 
wide photo service, El Don is ex- 
pected to furnish its readers with 
the most complete pictorial layouts 
of any junior college paper in th 
country. :

Recalls John Brown

“John Brown’s body” came to 
life again last month on the anni- 
versary (Oct. 16) of the capture 
in 1859 of Harper’s Ferry as a pre- 
lude to the Civil war, and the same 
date this year saw war clouds gath- 
ering in Europe. 

John Brown raided the Federal 
arsenal at Harper’s Ferry with on- 
ly 18 men and took 60 citizens as 
hostages. Prior to this he had been 
aiding the escape of fugitive slav- 
es, and was responsible for the 
massacre of five settlers in retal- 
iation of the slaying of some of his 
own men by a pro-slavery band. 

Although “intensely religious,” 
John Brown believed in resistance 
“by action rather than by words”, 
Mussolini recently declared war a 
necessity. The raid on Harper’s 
Ferry preceded the Civil war, and 
Italy has carried on activities with- 
out the declaration of war. 

The abolishionist was captured 
by Robert E. Lee, was tried and 
found guilty of treason. He was 
hanged—like an Ethiopian trait- 
or.

Cooperative House 


Minimum on Board, Room 
Will Be $17.50 
Per Month 


Further plans for the establish- 
ment of a cooperative house for 
Santa Ana junior college women 
were checked today by failure to 
find a suitable house. “At present 
there is a shortage of houses to 
rent in Santa Ana,’”’ Mrs. Eleanor 
Northcross, dean of women said. 

“On the other hand we have had 
an over supply of applications for 
house manager. We would like to 
contact anyone who has a suitable 
house and is willing to rent it for 
a modest sum. 

“We are somewhat handicapped 
to start with compared with River- 
side junior college, who was do- 
nated a house. Los Angeles junior 
college has the added advantage of 
a large number of students to draw 
from, enabling them to minimize 
expense.” ‘ 
Boost In Price 

Contrary to a statement made 
last week, board and room would 
be somewhat over $15 a month. 
Cooperative houses which were 
first established at Berkeley charge 
a minimum of $17.50. 

Following the Berkeley plan, 
students would cooperate in oper- 
ating the house under a trained 
house manager. It would be so co- 
ordinated as not to conflict with 
the students school program. Re- 
quiring only about four and a half 
hours a week, it would give stu- 
dents ample time for N. Y. A. or 
other .jobs. 

“We are hoping that the same 
people who contributed fruit and 
vegetables to the unemployed head- 
quarters would be willing to share 
their contributions with us,’’ Mrs. 
Northcross continued. 

“There is a real need for such a 
house,” Mrs. Northcross stated. 
“Just recently a case was. brought 
to my attention of a girl who had 
secured room and board indepen- 
dent of my knowledge. She slept in 
a room with three children, one of 
them a baby, receiving only her 
room and board. 

“TI don’t want the girls to think 
I am checking up too closely on 
them, but I would like to know if 
they are in comfortable positions 
which allow them sufficient time for 
sleep and study. I would like to 
have those girls who did not re- 
ceive their positions through me, to 
communiciate with me as soon as

possible. 

“Because the great majority of 
out of town girls have settled the 
problem of room and board for this 
year, definite establishment of the 
cooperative house. will not be 
made until the beginning of next 
school year,’”’ Mrs. Northcross said.
